In an Insect's Place. 


What a horrible placo must this world 


appear when regarded according to our 
ideas from an insect's point of view! The 
•ir infested with huge flying hungry 
dtagoos, whose-gaping and snapping 
mouths .are over iuteut upon swallowing 
.the iuaoaentcreatures for whom, accord- 
ing to the insect, if ho were like us, a 
•woperly constructed world :ought to be 
aclnsively adapted. The solid earth 
continually shaken by the approaching 
tread of hideous giante—moving, mount- 
ains—that crush out precious lives at 
every footstep, an occasional draught of 
tho blood of these monsters, stolen at 
life-risk, affording but poor compensa- 
tion for such fatal persecution. 


Let us hope that the litUeJ victims are 


less like ourselves than the, doings of 
ants and bees might lead na to suppose; 
that their mental anxieties oianot pro- 
portionate to tho optical vigilance indi- 
cated by the 4,000eye-leuscs of the com- 
mon house fly, the 17,000 of tho cabbago 
butterfly aud the wide-awake dragonfly, 
or tho 25,000 possessed by certain spe- 
cies of still more vigilant beetles. The 
insect must see n whole world of won- 
ders of which wo know little or nothing. 
True, we hove microscopes, with which 


Agriculture In the South. 


A. correspondent of the Buffalo Courier 


writing from North Carolina says: As 
to agriculture in this region, the New 
York.farmer would look with disgust at 
the careless manner of tilling the soil. 
The plows are not more than one-third 
the size or weight of those used in the 
North, and only one horse is attached. 
Sometimes the entire surface of the 
ground is scratched over two or three 
inches deep with these miniature plows, 
but often two furrows are turned together 
for each cotton row, and the spaces be- 
tween are left undisturbed uutil tho 
cultivator is started, after the crop is up. 
I have only once seen two horses attached 
to a plow, and that was in the plowing 
of n newly drained swamp. But in this 
loose, sanely soil, it is very light for one 
horse to pull one of the small plows. 
The 
amount of 
laud cultivated is 


estimated by the number of horses used. 
For instance, if you ask a man how 
mack cotton he intends to plant ho will 
tell you "n two-horse." "live-horse," or 
"ten-horse" crop, as the ease may be. 
Each horse is intended to cultivate thirty 
acres of cotton, or forty acres of corn, 
including tho plowing of tho ground. 
Tho amount of guano and other com- 
mercial fertilizers used in this section is 
astonishing, and in my opinion is bound 
to impoverish and ruin the people if 
persisted in. Each fanner attempts to 
cultivate fully twice as much land as lie

Insects are probably acquainted with 


a whole world of physical facts of which 
we are utterly ignorant. Our auditory 
apparatus supplies us with a knowledge 
of sounds. 
What are these sounds'? 


They are vibrations of matter which are 
capable of producing corresponding or 
sympathetic vibrations of tho dnitna of 
oar ears or the bones ol our skull. When 
we carefully examine tho subject, and 
count the number of vibrations that 
produce our world of sounds of varying 
pitch, we find that the huiuau ear can 
only respond to a limited range of such 
•vibrations. If they exceed 3,000 per 
second the sound becomes too shrill for 
average people to hear it, though some 
exceptional ears can take up pulsations 
or waves that succeed each other more 
rapidly than this. 


Reasoning 
from 
the analogy 
of 


stretched strings and membranes and of 
air vibrating in tubea, eto., wo are justi- 
fied in concluding that the smaller tho 
drum or tube tho higher will bo the note 
it produces when agitated, and tho 
smaller and the more rapid the tcrial 
wave to which it will respond. The 
drama of insect ears, and the tubes, etc., 
connected with them, are so minute that 
their world of sounds probably begins: 
where ours ceases; and what appears 
to na as a continuous sound is to them n 
aeriea of separated blows just as vibra- 
tions of 10 or 12 per second appear sep- 
arated to as. We begin to hear such 
vibrations as continuous sounds when 
they amount to 30 per second. The in- 
•ect'a continuous sound probably begins 
beyond 3,000. The bluebottle may thus 
enjoy a whole world of exquisite music 
<* which we know nothing.—JMgravia.

At tiic cud of 
tlxe »lr»t fortnight thn little ono begins to 
Slit nboiit V>y itself, \mt iilwnys under its 
mother's watchful cure. Sho fruqnuntly 
ultompts U> toach it to do for itnolf, but 
never forgets her solicitude for its safety, 
and at the earliest iiitiiiiutiou of danger 
seizes it iu her arms and seeks a jilnco o£ 
refuge. 
When ulxmt six weeks old tho 


baby begins to mvd more substantial 
nutriment tluin milk, uud is taught to 
provide for itself. Its iwwers nro ajieedi- 
ly develoj>jd, utul ill a few weeks ita 
ugility is most HiirpriMiig. The mother's 
fondne.ss for lier o!l'si>i'ii!g eontinues; 
olio devotes nil her cure to its comfort 
and education, and bhnuld it meet with 
au untimely end, her grief is so intense 
as frequently to cause her own duiith, 


'•Tho e»ro whieh the feuniles bestow 


upon their offspring," says Diivuucel, 
"w ao tender, and even refined, that .one 
would be almost tempted to attribute 
the sentiment to ft rational rather than 
an instinctive process. It is a curious and 
interesting spectacle, which a little pre- 
caution baa Bometiiuns enabled me to 
witness, to we these females carry their 
young to the river, wash their faces in 
spite of their childish outcries, and al- 
together bestow upon their cleanliness a 
time nnd attention that in many coses 
tho children of our own species might 
well envy. The Malays, indeed, re-

M. d'Osbouville states that the parents 


exercise their parental authority over 
their children in a sort of judicial and 
itrictly impartial form. "The young 
ones were seen to sport and gambol with 
one another iu the presence of their 
mother, who aut ready to eivo juOturiGnt 
and punish misdemeanors. When any 
one w»s found guilty of foul play or ma- 
licious conduct toward another of tho 
family, the parent interfered by seizing 
tie young criminal by tho tail, whioh 


era seem never to have been denie'd or 
disputed by the great minds of the past. 
A witeh was nil that was abominable, 
and to be held in tho strongest loathing; 
yet few had tho wisdom or the courage 
to contradict the possibility of her exer- 
cising tho arts she pretended to. The 
Judge, as ho passed sentence on the 
condemned woman, trembled lest her fell 
gaze should bring upon him and his 
household sorrow or death. The yelling 
crowd, as it half stripped her to undergo 
the water-ordeal, shuddered as it saw 
upon her exposed bosom the marks 
which, it was supposed, proved that she 
allowed her "familiar" to draw upon hoi- 
life's blood. The villagers who went 
miles out of their way to avoid hor 
haunts, never for one moment believed 
that tho object of their fear was power- 
less to work them evil, and was either a 
half-mad woman, the victim of a hideous 
delusion, or else tho actress of a knavish 
part to servo hor own vilo ends. To all 
tue old crono, with her tall hat, crutch- 
stick, and blnck cat nestling on her 
shoulders, was OU.T who hnd dealings 
with tho do.vil, and who, through the 
might of Satanic aid, could scatter tho 
seeds of misery broadcast wherever she 
listed. Sho had sold herself to hell, 
and. 
until death claimed her, her power 


to oll'ect evil, it was alleged, was unlim- 
ited. The great man is he who rises 
superior to the prejudices of his ay;e; but 
before 
the ,ond of tho seventeenth 


century—with tho exception of Bodin 
Erastus, Reginald Scot, John Wagstafle, 
and Dr. Webster—there were none who 
had the boldness or knowledge to brand 
witchcraft as a base and palpable super- 
stition. Wo find Lord Bacon gravely 
prescribing "henbane, hemlock, man-, 
drake, inoonshadc, tobacco, ui>iuui, nn<l 
other soporiuu'ous incilu-incK" as tho best 
ingredients for a witch's ointment. From 
tho pages of his "History of the World/' 
wn see that the gifted nnd practical Sir 
\Valtor_lUK'JKh was n firm believer iu 
this childish form of superstition. 
Tho 


learned Solden, in his "Table Talk," 
while pleasantly discoursing on the sub- 
ject of witches, shows that lie also hold 
tho same faith. Sir Thomas Browne, 
the kindliest of physicians; Sir Matthew 
Halo, tho most acute and spotless of 
Judges; Hobbies, tho skeptic; "tho em- 
inent Dr. More, of Cambridge," and tho 
patient and thoughtful Boyle, all were 
of opinion that witchcraft was an evil 
capable of solid proof, and that its dis- 
ciples merited sharp and quick punish- 
ment. 


It was not until the dawn of tho 


eighteenth century that men camo to 
tho conclusion that 
the 
devices of 


"witches and witch-mongers" were only 
so many tricks nnd fables, and utterly 
unworthy of credence. Tho last judicial 
execution iu England took place in tho 
year 1710, when a woman and her little 
daughter were hanged at Huntingdon 
"for selling their souls to Satan." Since 
that date, however, various cases hove 
occurred of women, accused as witches, 
being drowned while undergoing the 
ordenl by water at the hands of their in- 
timidated, yet infuriated neighbors.— 
Frascr'n Magazine.

New England Wages. 


Mr. Carroll D. Wright, of tho Massa- 


chusetts Bureau of Labor and Statistics, 
who is said to bo a careful statistician, 
in hia recent repo»t gives some interest- 
ing facts about labor prices and com- 
pensation in New England. According 
to this report, in the mills of Maine men 
are paid $7.50 a week, and women get 
only #5.50, while tho little children re- 
ceive from $2.25 to $5.40, iu tho woolen 
mills, which pay the largest wages. Ono 
paper mill in Maine pays men $10.50 a 
week and womon £j.5l), working seven- 
two liolira a week. In New Hampshire 
the wages aro much lower than those 
[>aiil iu Maine, uud the onorutivcH nro re- 
quired to work sixty-six hours in tho 
•week. Iu Rhode Island tho wages are 
a little higher, with sixty-six hours of 
work daring the week. In Connecticut 
operatives work ninety hours a week— 
fifteen hours a day for six days—and 
tho wages are $9 for men, $4.80 for 
womon, $5.10 for malo children and 
. BO for female children. Tho highest 


spinners' wages are jJ6. In Mossachu- 
•etts from sixty-three to sixty-six hours 
of labor a week are exacted, and spin- 
ners only got $1.08 a day; tho highest 
jlass of labor in the mills not exceeding 
MO to $12 for the men. Mauv of these 
[notaries are run by water power, and 
much time iu lost during the winter sea- 
sons on account of freezes, and of course 
;ho employes are not paid for tho time 
thus lout. The statistician remarks that 
'long hours and poorly paid labor tend 
to brutalize," nnd he shown thai one 
manufacturing town in Massachusetts 
supports 400 bar-rooms.
